Without breaking further 
into It they poured plaater of par is 
down the crevices that were already 
opened, !ind as soon ns the iilaster h.id 
harileiied the crtist of lavii wiis cartv 
fully removed, tind, lo, the form ol' ii 
human being in bis last struggles wus 
revealed! Tbe outlines and form of 
tbe person were perfectly preserved, 
showing plainly that he had been bur- 
led iti iKiillng lava, wldch had hard- 
ened about 'ilm. Tlie Intt.rvening l.StKI 
years and the hejit of the l.*i\a besides 
had reduced the body to a handful of 
dust, but the lava bad left a caat nat- 
ural aa life. 

Since that time several bodies hare 
been reiiroduced. one of them with tbe 
features so perfectly preKer\»'d as to 
show the esjiression of the face. In 
some of the plaster casts parts of the 
skeleton are Imbedded. Two female 
caata whicb are clasped In each other's 
arms have been called "The Mother 
and Daughter." Persons who have 
seen this gionp say that there is noth- 
ing in all Pompeii more fou<'liing than 
tbe utter despair depicted upon the 
face of the "mother."

The pearl hunters of Borueo uud the 
ad.lacent Islands have a peculiar super- 
stition. When tbey open shells in 
search of pearls, they take every ninth 
find, whether it lu' large or small, and 
put it into u Itottle which is keiit cork- 
ed with a dead man's finger. The 
pearls in the vial are known as "seed 
pearls" or "breeding pearla." and tbe 
native Rorneose firmly believes that 
they will rejirodtice their kind.

Haromiitiun of Bones Sub- 
Jects UisvoHited. 

The County Medical Society held its 
monthly meeting yesterday afternoon. 
In the absence of tbe regular praaiding 
officer, Dr. Taulbee took the rh.iir. 

Dr. A. N. Ellia read a paper that was 
listened to with marlced attention upon 
tbe methods of detecting aiuaulated in- 
aanity, drawing his illuatrationa cbietty 
from facts within his own experience. 

Ha waa followed by Or. Hunter who 
diacnaaed tbe subject of inflammation of 
bones, describing three cases that had 
come under bia own obaervation which 
parfeotly illnatratad the dtlTereneea of 
matbod between tiie old Biug<-ry and tlie 
new. In tbe first case, a section of tbe 
thigh bona (which waa ashibitad to the' 
society), live inches in length, was 
thrown otl' after a very painful and pro- 
traoted inflammatory process. In the 
laatciaa—arecent one— tbe diseased bone 
waa thoroughly removed by Dr. Taulbee, 
the operation resulting in prompt re- 
covery and in tbe perfect use of the limb. 

A very fntereating report waa made by 
the presiding oflicer of bis experiences 
and observations aa delegate to the re- 
cant meeting of the American Medical 
AMOciation.

The week began with moderate tem- 
perature, but soon turned cooler and 
closed with very cold weather for the 
time of year. In the eastern and north- 
central portions of tbe State nearly all 
localiiies were viaited by good ahowers, 
but in tbe weat and south-central sec- 
tiona very little rainfall occurred. Tbe 
dronth haa become quite mw in aer* 
eral of the aoDthem and weelam oooa* 
ties. 

The wheat harveat ia aboat completed 
in the western and south-central sec- 
tions. The quality ia very good, bat tbe 
yield is light, generally beUigeatlnuted at 
about a half crop. 

Tbe setting of tobacco waa about 
finished during the week. The acreage 
is considerably leaa than usual, and. in 
many localitiea a rather poor atand haa 
resTilted. It has been injured by grass- 
boppera quite severely in some places. 

Although nighta were too cool for rapid 
growth, corn has progressed well and ia 
in a very promising condition. 

Oats have improved coaalderably in 
the north-central and eastern counties, 
but, as a whole, will not be an average 
crop. 

Paatures have autfered from drouth in 
the aouth and weat, but tbe raina have 
greatly improved them in the east.- Hay- 
ing ia in progreaa and only a moderate 
jrield la reported. 

Apples and pears are dropping badly 
and peaches are very scirce. Plums, 
cberriea and amall fraita are fairly good. 

("i aniens, except where injured by the 
drouth, are in tine condition. Iriab pota- 
toes are very promieing and the early 
fields are being marketed. 

Sorghum and hemp are doing well. A 
large acreage of stock peaa ia being town. 

Farm work ie well up.

Repnblieaa AIniniittratioa Did Nolbiag to 
CellMl it Bat Beekhaa Hm Be- 
eifed Its Allowaiea. 



Mention waa made thia week of the 

fact that Kentucky's claim for interest 
on money iurnisbed tbe Government dur- 
ing tbe Civil war, which claim amoonta 
to $1,300,000, had been auilited by the 
War Department and will be paid. 

Got. Beckham, Adjt. Qen. Morray and 
Capt. Calhoun have been at work in the 
matter of this claim for more than a year 
past, and the officials are much gratified 
that their efforts have met with such 
soceees, from which Kentucky will reap 
the benefit. The money when paid will 
go into the general revanae fond of the 
State Treeaary. 

The movement to present Kentucky's 
claima for intereat on tbe war debt waa 
aet on toot by Gov. Beckham. He eon- 
ferred with Adjt. Gen. Monay and then 
appointed Capt. Caibooa, who ia a Lex- 
ington lawyer, to get the elafna In iha)^ 
for preaentatlon to the War Depart- 
ment. 

Speaking of tbe Kentoeky daUna Adjt 
Gen. Monay laid : 

DotlBg the OItU war tbe Slats of rentncky 
botMwad over IMOOfOOO, erhloh wu used by the 
Btete In rseraltliiK, sutMlsUng and e<iuip|iiug
